and  the  remaining  of  said  deficits  in  fiscal  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-two. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  twenty  of  Chapter  Forty-Four  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  Town  is  authorized  to  appropriate  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  of 
debt  issued  for  the  Sewerage  Collections  System  Project  to  provide  for  the  deficits  referred 
to  in  section  one  of  this  act,  in  Fiscal  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Ninety-One  or  thereafter. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

On  June  30,  1989  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed  thirty  years 
of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito 
breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures 
of  control  in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  -  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice  during  the 
winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  -  To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitos  in  areas 
where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins  and 
storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and  number 
-  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also  useful 
to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  -  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drainage 
ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that 
are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized. 
We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the  environmental 
conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different  formu¬ 
lations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that  dosage 
rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators 
of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend 
classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis. 

The  1989  mosquito  season  began  in  early  spring  when  mosquito  larvae  began  to  appear 
in  large  numbers  throughout  the  county.  Heavy  rains  during  the  end  of  the  1988  mosquito 
season  and  throughout  the  entire  1 989  season  created  excellent  breeding  areas.  This  situation 
made  the  1989  season  one  that  would  long  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  worst  infested 
seasons  on  record. 

The  calls  for  service  during  this  year  were  double  that  of  any  previous  year  since  the 
Project  began  30  years  ago.  Sometimes  during  this  year  it  was  hard  to  know  who  was 
winning,  the  mosquitos  or  our  spraying  efforts,  but  as  no  mosquito  related  health  problems 
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existed,  it  appeared  we  did  accomplish  our  goal.  It  is  impossible  to  totally  control  all  of  the 
mosquitoes  in  all  areas  but  if  they  can  be  kept  at  tolerable  levels  without  an  outbreak  of 
any  mosquito  related  diseases  then  we  feel  we  have  provided  a  worthwhile  service. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with  our  regular  spraying  of 
known  infested  areas  for  a  total  of  1,832.7  sprayed  acres. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  a  total  of  78  catch  basins  that  were  found  to 
be  breeding  were  treated.  During  the  fall  and  winter  months  a  total  of  840  feet  of  brush 
was  cut  from  ditches  and  340  feet  of  drainage  ditch  was  reclaimed. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Dighton  for  their  continued 
support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should 
anyone  have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a  mosquito  problem  in  their 
area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an 
area  checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  year  1989  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners.  We 
are  happy  to  report  that  all  but  one  home  is  tied  into  the  sewer  system.  We  sought  court 
action  against  this  homeowner  and  should  have  the  situation  resolved  very  shortly. 

At  this  time,  we  can  only  report  that  we  are  still  in  litigation  with  the  Hovnanian 
Companies  of  Massachusetts,  Inc.  It  may  take  a  year  or  two  before  any  official  judgement 
is  rendered  in  this  court  case. 

In  1989,  The  Board  again  reduced  the  homeowners  bills  by  20%  on  each  billing  in 
January  and  July.  In  August,  the  Board  voted  to  increase  user  fees  for  Industrial  Users  - 
keeping  them  in  line  with  residential  rates. 

In  March,  Former  Sewer  Commissioner  Richard  Holbrook  did  not  seek  reelection  to 
the  Board.  We  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Holbrook  for  his  dedication  to  our  Board  and  we  wish 
him  the  best  of  luck  with  future  endeavors.  Walter  Godek,  a  Rose  Terrace  resident  located 
within  the  Sewer  District,  was  elected  to  the  Board.  Mr.  Godek  is  an  engineer  and  we  look 
forward  to  his  expertise  in  that  area.  We  wish  to  congratulate  Mr.  Godek  and  hope  he  has 
many  successful  years  serving  on  our  Board.  Once  again,  Albert  Enos,  Jr.,  was  elected  as 
Chairman  and  Joseph  Hathaway  as  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

In  various  other  happenings  this  past  year  with  our  Board,  we  are  presently  meeting 
with  the  City  of  Taunton  to  iron  out  any  differences  we  have  in  regards  to  the  billing  rates. 
We  also  asked  Town  Meeting  voters  in  June  to  establish  a  Sewer  Enterprise  Account  so 
that  all  revenues  received  by  the  Sewer  User  Fees  will  be  used  to  pay  the  sewer  expenses 
and  outlays  only.  Part  of  those  revenues  are  used  to  reduce  the  sewer  bills.  We  also  purchased 
a  truck  for  our  department  from  the  State  Surplus  Property  Department. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  Rate  Schedules  of  Sewer  Fees: 

Residential  Rates:  Each  homeowner  will  be  assessed  a  charge  of  $51.50  for  the  user  fee. 
The  number  of  cubic  feet  of  water  used  (as  listed  on  the  No.  Dighton  Fire  District  water 
bills)  shall  be  multiplied  by  .015  and  added  to  the  $51.50  User  Fee.  Two  billings  will  be 
mailed  in  January  and  July  1990. 

Business  Rates:  Shall  be  the  same  as  Residential  Rates. 

Industrial  Rates:  Each  Industrial  User  will  be  assessed  a  charge  of  $75.00  for  the  User 
Fee.  For  each  1,000  cubic  feet  of  water  used  (as  listed  on  the  No.  Dighton  Fire  District 
Water  bills)  shall  be  multiplied  by  $27.25  and  shall  be  added  to  the  User  Fee.  No  bill  shall 
be  less  than  $75.00.  Two  bills  to  the  Industrial  Users  will  be  mailed  in  February  and 
August,  1990. 

In  closing  this  report,  the  Board  would  like  to  thank  our  employees  for  their  help  and 
dedication  throughout  the  past  year  -  our  Superintendent,  Harold  J.  Gracia,  Jr.;  Assistant 
Superintendent  Joseph  Carlos,  Jr.;  Secretary,  MaryLou  Drown  and  Bookkeeper,  Joan  Silvia. 
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A  special  thanks  to  Pat  Adams  who  covered  as  our  secretary  from  October  thru  December 
while  Mrs.  Drown  was  on  maternity  leave.  We  also  wish  to  thank  David  and  Peter  Gay, 
our  legal  advisors,  Highway  Superintendent  Paul  DeMoura;  and  the  staff  at  the  Highway 
Department  for  helping  us  purchase,  paint  and  maintain  our  new  vehicle;  and  all  other 
departments  who  have  helped  us  over  the  past  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

This  is  the  twenty-fifth  report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  During  the  year  1989  this 
Board  conducted  twenty  six  (26)  public  hearings  where  variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws 
were  sought  by  property  owners  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  Of  these  cases,  nineteen  were 
approved  and  seven  were  either  denied  or  withdrawn. 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  are  issued  by  the  Board  when  its  members  find 
undue  hardships  to  the  petitioner  in  failure  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build  and  when  granting 
of  a  variance  does  not  materially  or  adversely  affect  the  public  of  the  abutting  property 
owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if  they  were  not  provided  some 
means  of  granting  relief  to  owners  of  land  from  hardships  that  arise  from  the  strict  application 
of  the  law.  No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  of  by-law  is  drawn,  there  are  bound  to 
be  cases  in  which  literal  application  of  the  law  deprives  the  owners  of  all,  or  almost  all 
beneficial  use  of  his  land.

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As  noted  in  my  last  year’s  Annual  Report,  a  contract  was  signed  with  Maxim,  Inc., 
to  build  us  a  custom  pumping  engine.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  truck  was  delivered 
on  July  19,  1989  and  after  some  weeks  of  training  was  put  into  service  at  Station  #1 
(South  Station).  This  is  Dightons’  first  1500  gallon  per  minute  pumping  engine,  its  first 
Diesel  Custom  Fire  Truck  and  our  first  to  be  equipped  with  4”  Hose. 

The  truck  has  performed  well  and  should  serve  the  Town  for  many  years  to  come. 

In  February  and  again  in  October,  1989,  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Academy  held  Training 
Classes  for  the  Department.  This  has  been  an  on-going  part  of  our  Training  Program. 

On  the  lighter  side;  the  Fire  Department,  on  August  19,  1989,  took  an  active  part  in 
“Dighton  Kiddies  Day”.  I’m  not  sure  who  had  more  fun,  the  “big  kids”  or  the  “little  kids”. 
We  look  forward  to  “Kiddies  Day”  1990. 

At  last  year’s  Town  Meeting  an  addition  was  proposed  to  the  North  Station,  but 
because  of  the  lack  of  funds  the  Article  was  set  aside.  The  need  for  more  space  to  house 
equipment  has  not  gone  away. 

The  Fire  Department  is  in  dire  need  of  Call  Members  to  join  and  take  part  in  the 
Departmental  activities.  Pick  up  an  application  at  the  South  Station  and  join.  Help  is  needed 
now.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  DIGHTON  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Historical  Commission  started  a  new  project  in  1989,  a  picture  collection  of  the 
use  of  stones  in  Dighton.  We  have  had  over  200  pictures  taken  of  stone  cluttered  fields 
that  are  being  farmed,  rock  outcrops  that  produced  stones  for  stone  walls,  stone  walls  that 
show  outstanding  workmanship  in  using  stone  walls  for  field  division,  homes,  cemetery, 
barnyard  enclosures,  and  drover  corrals.  In  some  cases  there  was  no  place  to  put  the  stones 
except  to  build  a  wall. 

The  original  layout  of  the  town  in  lots  16‘/2  rods  wide  encouraged  the  building  of  over 
50  miles  of  stone  walls  between  lots.  The  workmanship  in  these  walls  is  durable  and  in 
many  cases  artistic.  A  pamphlet  will  be  published  in  1990  to  call  attention  to  the  workman¬ 
ship. 


A  letter  written  to  Princess  House  will  bear  fruit  in  1990  or  1991.  We  asked  Princess 
House  to  give  a  four  acre  wooded  lot  known  as  the  North  Town  Landing  to  the  Town. 
This  historical  piece  of  land  adjacent  to  the  Taunton  River  was  set  aside  in  the  original 
Town  layout  as  a  docking  area  for  inland  shipments.  It  was  used  until  the  1790’s  and 
Joseph  Atwood  was  the  last  user  for  his  wood  business.  In  1908  developers  planned  a  large 
dock  area  and  railroad  yard  for  the  area.  The  Town  sold  the  area  and  nothing  was  ever 
developed.  There  is  a  public  right  of  way  to  the  lot  from  Somerset  Ave.  When  all  the  details 
of  the  property  transfer  are  completed,  a  long  time  use  plan  will  be  made  for  the  area. 

The  Historical  Commission  entered  a  statement  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Works  as  to  significant  historical  data  to  be  considered  in  relocating  the  Berkley 
Bridge.

Beginning  January  1,  1989,  I  was  appointed  Sanitary  Inspector,  following  the  resigna- 
tion  of  George  Perry.  This  year  has  been  extremely  busy  but  has  been  a  very  interesting  year. 

As  a  registered  sanitarian,  I  have  a  better  expertise  in  reviewing  new  septic  system 
designs  so  that  they  meet  State  Code  Title  V,  the  Sanitary  Code.  Many  people  do  not  think 
Title  V  is  very  important;  however,  Title  V  regulations  are  set  forth  to  protect  the  environ¬ 
ment,  protect  the  ground  water  and  protect  the  homeowner  from  possible  problems.  Repairs 
on  existing  systems  are  corrected  by  trying  as  best  to  comply  with  Title  V. 

The  other  duties  of  my  position  include  inspection  of  restaurants  and  food  retail  stores, 
schools,  complaints  pertaining  to  health  matters  and  inspecting  the  Rehoboth  Fair.  The 
number  of  complaints  relating  to  health  matters  has  increased  this  year  from  pollution  to 
housing,  illegal  dumping  and  sewage  overflow.

To  The  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  calendar  year  1989  was  a  year  devoted  to  experiencing  the  effects  and  the  pains 
of  limited  state  aid  and  small  growth  in  local  revenues.  Dighton  was  able  to  survive  fiscal 
year  1989  which  ended  on  June  30,  1989;  we  are  currently  in  fiscal  year  1990  which  has 
an  uncertain  future  due  to  the  paralyses  of  the  State  Government,  both  the  Executive  and 
Legislative  branches,  in  reducing  expenses  and  forecasting  solid  revenues.  Their  lack  of 
positive  action  has  and  will  produce  a  feeling  of  financial  doubt  and  questionable  delivery 
of  services.  But,  our  approach  is  still  positive  ....  we  will  endure  this  fiscal  crisis. 

Frank  G.  Costa  was  re-elected  to  a  second  term  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Congratu- 
lations! 

Gary  McMann,  Patrolmen  F.  “Danny”  Wilbur,  William  Perry  and  James  Lavigne  were 
given  citations  for  heroism  for  their  actions  at  two  separate  car  fires. 

Jon  Bettencourt  and  Robert  MacDonald  were  appointed  Sergeants  in  the  the  Dighton 
Police  Department. 

Ted  Boucher  resigned  from  the  Finance  Committee  after  having  served  several  years. 
We  thank  Ted.  Carol  Chencus  has  returned  to  serve  once  again  on  the  Finance  Committee. 

We  welcome  her  back. 

James  MacGuire  received  the  Selectmen’s  endorsement  and  a  state  re-appointment  to 
the  Dighton  Housing  Authority. 

Superintendent  Paul  DeMoura  and  his  crew  at  the  Highway  Department  have  completed 
some  major  projects:  Milk  Street  drainage  phases  I  and  11  completed  and  road  resurfaced, 
lights  installed  at  Warner  Boulevard  and  Spring  Street;  four  way  stop  installed  at  Summer 
and  Spring  Streets;  bridge  rail  replaced  on  Old  Somerset  Avenue;  street  signs  installed  in 
many  parts  of  Town  (with  financial  help  from  the  Lions  Club)  and  the  program  is  ongoing 
until  complete;  7,100  feet  of  stone  seal  on  Wheeler,  Walker,  and  Old  Wellington  Streets; 
and  7,000  feet  of  Williams  Street  resurfaced  with  street  drains  installed  at  various  locations

The  Board  thanks  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  for  their  service  and  protection. 
Our  disaster  plans  are  completed  and  in  place  with  the  need  for  periodic  update.  Special 
thanks  to  Director  O’Connor,  Chief  White  and  LC.I.  America. 

The  Dighton  Fire  Department  received  delivery  of  a  new  piece  of  fire  apparatus,  fire 
truck  pumper. 

Once  again,  the  Indian  Pow  Wow,  the  Cow  Chip  Festival,  and  the  Christmas  Tree 
lighting  were  successful  events  and  well  attended.  Thanks  to  all  sponsoring  organizations. 
Kiddies  Day,  under  the  general  chairmanship  of  Selectmen  Gene  E.  Nelson  and  the  financial 
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chairmanship  of  Peter  C.  George,  was  an  enjoyable  happening  for  the  children  of  Dighton. 
Excellent!  The  committee  is  working  on  another  Kiddies’  Day. 

Dighton  is  now  a  Housing  Partnership  Community.  The  housing  needs  study  and 
Partnership  Committees  have  completed  much  of  the  preparatory  and  planning  work.  Ad' 
ditional,  land  on  Tremont  Street  has  been  transferred  to  their  control  jointly  with  the 
Dighton  Housing  Authority.  They  are  presently  reviewing  possible  projects. 

The  Dighton  Baseball  complex  on  Maple  Street  is  near  done  and  we  thank  all  who 
donated  materials  and  labor  to  its  completion. 

A  memorial,  located  on  the  green  at  Chase,  Summer,  and  Prospect  Streets,  was  dedicated 
to  Glen  Jennings,  who  was  killed  during  the  Vietnam  War.  The  memorial  was  donated  by 
the  V.F.W. 

The  Town  of  Dighton  thanks  the  Dighton  Lion’s  for  the  donation  of  the  basketball 
courts  to  Dighton  and  its  youth  located  at  the  Police  Department  and  the  present  tennis 
courts.  What  can  we  say  regarding  such  a  civic  minded  organization  except  “THANK  YOU 
AND  THANK  YOU  ALL.’’ 

The  Southeastern  Massachusetts  area  was  disappointed  with  the  Commonwealth  regard- 
ing  their  intention  to  sell  off  the  buildings  and  land  at  Lakeville  Hospital.  Not  only  does 
the  hospital  render  much  needed  service  to  the  community,  but  it  is  also  an  employer  of 
some  magnitude  in  the  area.  Our  legislators  are  opposed  to  its  sale  as  we,  the  Dighton  Board 
of  Selectmen,  are  also  opposed  to  its  sale.

Con¬ 
gressman  Joe  Moakley  and  his  staff  also  receives  our  thanks. 

Additionallv,  the  Dighton  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks  all  who  assisted  us  in  carrying 
out  our  duties.  The  time  and  effort  of  Board,  Committees,  Commissions  and  Operating 
Departments  have  always  been  in  the  best  interest  and  to  the  benefit  of  the  Town.  We

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  S.R.P.E.D.D. 

Report  to  the  Town  of  Dighton  from  the  Commissioners  of  the  Southeastern  Regional 
Planning  and  Economic  Development  District. 

The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District  continued 
to  serve  the  Town  of  Dighton  in  1989.  SRPEDD  (pronounced  sir-ped)  is  a  locally  run 
regional  agency  serving  southeastern  Massachusetts  dealing  with  issues  being  faced  by  each 
city  and  town  in  the  region.  In  the  past  year,  representatives  of  Dighton  serving  on  the 
SR.PEDD  Commission  were  Allan  Campbell  representing  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
Manuel  Ferreira  for  the  Planning  Board. 

Some  of  the  district’s  more  significant  accomplishments  in  1989  were: 

•  Completion  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP)  and  Overall 
Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP)  which  set  regional  priorities  on  federal 
and  state  grants  for  transportation  and  economic  development  projects. 

•  Completion  of  a  regional  groundwater  (aquifer)  project,  including  a  map  of  the 
region’s  aquifers  and  a  protection  plan  for  these  important  resources. 

•  Staffing  of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED)  Corporation,  which 
makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In  1989,  SEED  approved  loans  to 
21  small  businesses  in  the  amount  of  $3.57  million.  These  loans  are  projected  to 
create  295  jobs  and  will  result  in  the  investment  of  $  1 2  million  from  private  sources. 
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•  SRPEDD  continued  to  provide  the  planning  services  for  the  two  regional  transit 
authorities,  GATRA  and  SRTA. 

•  SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environmental  impact  of  larger  development  projects  in  the 
region  to  insure  that  potential  harmful  impacts  will  be  addressed.  This  year,  we 
reviewed  sixty-one  such  projects,  commenting  on  the  impact  on  traffic,  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal,  wetlands,  and  other  development-related  issues. 

•  Seventy-six  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds  were  reviewed  to  insure  consis¬ 
tency  with  other  plans  and  efficient  use  of  public  funds. 

•  SRPEDD  conducts  a  district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintains  a  com¬ 
puter  file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  for  the  period  1980  through  1989 
throughout  the  region. 

•  SRPEDD  maintains  a  computer  based  Accident  Filing  System  for  eleven  communi- 
tites  in  the  region.  The  service  provides  for  rapid  and  accurate  retrieval  of  detail¬ 
ed  traffic  accident  information  and  is  useful  in  identifying  high  hazard  locations. 

•  SRPEDD,  in  conjunction  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental 
Management’s  (DEM)  Office  of  Safe  Waste  Management,  organized  a  series  of  workshops, 
plant  tours  and  demonstration  projects  under  the  banner  of  the  Southeast  Jewelers  Platers 
Source  Reduction  Program.  Jewelers,  platers,  metal  finishers  and  refineries  from  the  Greater 
Taunton  and  Attleboro  areas  were  also  given  direct  technical  assistance  in  hazardous  waste 
generation  abatement  and  management  techniques  through  the  SRPEDD/DEM  intern  pro¬ 
gram. 

•  A  study  and  zoning  bylaw  for  accessory  apartments  was  prepared  and  distributed. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  the  Town  of  Dighton  in  1990.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  to  those  children  who 
are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31. 
Kindergarten  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  to  those  children  who 
are  at  least  five  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  five  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  3 1 . 

Birth  Certificate 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a  birth  certificate. 
Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a  doctor’s  certificate  of 
immunization  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles,  mumps,  rubella,  and 
polio  or  a  statement  from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable.  Children  entering 
school  for  the  first  time  are  required  to  have  a  physical  examination  also. 

NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 

Elementary,  Middle  School  &  Kindergarten 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  our  schools,  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over 
Radio  Stations  WPEP,  Taunton;  WSAR  ,  Fall  River;  WPRO,  WJAR-TV,  WSNE,  Provi¬ 
dence;  and  WARA,  Attleboro. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  operated  safely,  there  will  be  school  at  the  Dighton- 
Rehohoth  Regional  High  School  unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close. 
In  the  event  of  closing,  this  information  will  be  specifically  announced  over  the  radio  as 
indicated  above  for  the  elementary  school. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for  pupils  residing  more  than  two 
miles  from  the  school  attended  or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many 
pupils  living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  transported  if  the  seating  capacity 
of  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time  to  time,  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some 
of  those  living  less  than  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to  capacity  with 
children  living  at  a  greater  distance.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  the  superintendent  of  schools.  This  report  covers 
the  events  and  activities  which  occurred  during  the  1989  calendar  year. 

It  is  appropriate  to  begin  this  report  with  a  sincere  expression  of  appreciation  to 
everyone  affiliated  with  the  schools  as  well  as  parents  and  citizens  for  their  encouragement 
and  support.  Your  confidence  has  been  a  source  of  pride  and  motivation.  I  am  exceptionally 
proud  of  the  esprit  de  corps,  enthusiasm,  and  cooperation  which  now  permeates  the  district. 
I  am  proud,  too,  that  the  fruits  of  our  collective  efforts  can  be  seen  in  the  progress  of  our 
high  school  renovation  and  construction  project,  the  settlement  of  a  three  year  contract 
with  the  teachers’  association,  and  the  revisions  in  school  budgeting  procedures.  In  addition, 
the  continued  strengthening  of  our  academic  programs  and  the  continued  reorganization  of 
our  district  and  school  administration  reflect  the  renewed  spirit  of  optimism  in  the  regional 
school  district. 

One  of  the  major  accomplishments  of  the  1989  year  was  the  settlement  of  a  three  year 
contract  with  the  teachers’  association.  It  is  a  contract  supportive  of  education.  The  new 
contract  reflects  a  commitment  to  the  continued  professional  improvement  of  our  teachers 
through  a  new  professional  development  program  and  a  revised  teacher  evaluation  program. 
Both  the  school  committee  and  the  teachers’  association  must  be  commended  for  their 
assiduity. 

The  renovation  and  construction  at  the  high  school  may  be  the  most  apparent  change 
to  anyone  who  has  visited  or  even  driven  by  the  high  school  campus.  The  building  committee 
met  bi-monthly  during  the  entire  year.  Their  prudence  and  leaderhsip  along  with  the  capable 
supervision  of  Mr.  James  Horton,  the  administrator  of  school  facilities,  enabled  the  costs 
to  remain  within  ten  percent  of  the  original  cost  estimates.  The  approved  increase  in  funding 
will  ensure  a  high  school  facility  suitable  for  a  high  school  education  through  the  next 
thirty  years.  The  project  is  expected  to  be  complete  three  to  four  months  ahead  of  the 
original  schedule. 

While  the  town  can  take  pride  in  the  physical  changes  at  the  high  school,  a  modern 
middle  school  building  along  with  additional  space  at  the  elementary  school  will  continue 
to  he  crucial  needs.  Also,  several  maintenance  projects  have  been  deferred  for  too  long  and 
threaten  the  town’s  capital  investment  in  its  existing  school  buildings.  Further  budget 
reductions  in  maintenance  programs  will  only  exacerbate  the  problem. 

Our  teachers  and  students  have  also  experienced  some  curricular  changes  that  have 
been  made  possible  through  state  grants,  local  contributions,  and  the  school  budget.  Addi¬ 
tional  state  funds  were  received  to  expand  our  alcohol  and  drug  education  program.  This 
program  was  augmented  with  funds  from  the  Dighton  Lion’s  Club  for  the  Quest  program. 
Our  computer  education  program  at  the  middle  school  continues  to  receive  state  and  national 
recognition.  The  K-5  social  studies  and  library  experience  programs,  the  AIDS  curriculum, 
and  a  district  wide  computer  proficiency  program  were  reviewed. 
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Budget  reductions  eliminated  the  administrative  assistant  for  curriculum,  a  key  cur- 
riculum  position  in  the  district.  The  responsibilities  of  this  position  were  assumed  by  the 
superintendent  and  other  building  level  administrators.  At  the  regional  district  level,  a 
thorough  study  and  evaluation  of  our  guidance  services  and  staff  development  program  has 
been  initiated.  These  two  ambitious  projects  are  being  capably  led  by  Dr.  Francis  Connor, 
our  Administrator  of  Pupil  Services.  Dr.  Connor  along  with  several  school  administrators 
also  completed  a  revision  of  the  administrator  evaluation  procedures.  The  reduction  in  state 
funding  for  Horace  Mann  Grants  will  jeopardize  the  completion  of  some  curriculum  review 
projects. 

All  school  administrators  spent  one  week  during  the  summer  in  an  intensive  training 
program  in  supervision  and  teacher  evaluation.  The  training  program  continued  throughout 
the  year  at  monthly  administrative  council  sessions.  The  superintendent  has  personally 
taken  the  initiative  to  plan  and  implement  this  program  for  administrators. 

The  reorganization  of  the  central  office  staff  was  completed  this  year  with  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Mr.  Joseph  Delude  as  the  School  Business  Administrator.  Mr.  Delude  has  been 
responsible  for  reorganizing  the  accounts  payable  and  receivable  departments,  as  well  as 
payroll  and  budgeting  procedures.  This  has  been  accomplished  with  an  expansion  of  our 
computer  system  and  the  dedication  of  our  central  office  support  personnel.  Mr.  Delude 
also  assumed  responsibility  for  our  transportation  and  food  service  programs. 

Budget  planning  now  closely  approximates  school  based  budgeting  practices.  The  school 
principals  are  assuming  more  responsibility  for  budget  planning  and  management.  The  new 
budget  format  has  received  positive  feedback  from  elected  and  other  groups  in  the  community. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  hard  work  and  dedication  of  the  school 
committee.  As  individuals  and  as  a  group,  they  work  tirelessly  and  unselfishly  to  ensure 
that  children  receive  an  excellent  education.  To  achieve  this  end,  the  school  committee  has 
adapted  several  long  term  educational  goals.  These  goals  are  included  as  the  conclusion  to 
my  report.

Organize  schools  and  curriculum  to  provide  appropriate  and  effective  programs  for  all 
students  as  well  as  to  give  direction  to  the  instructional  program. 

(1)  Publish  a  program  of  studies  for  each  school  level  (elementary,  middle,  and  high 
school)  which  is  based  on  approved  educational  goals,  reflects  a  balance  between 
required  (essential)  skills  and  those  of  special  interest,  reflects  an  integrated  know¬ 
ledge  of  different  subject  matter,  stresses  skills  for' learning  (reading,  writing, 
critical  thinking,  and  study  skills),  provides  students  with  the  knowledge  and  skills 
needed  for  future  success,  and  is  responsive  to  the  needs  of  special  students. 

(2)  Provide  an  instructional  program  which  reduces  the  amount  of  “pull-out”  time 
from  the  regular  classroom  and  promotes  collaborative  teaching  between  the  regu¬ 
lar  education  teacher  and  specialists  in  the  school. 

School/ Community  Relations 

Develop  and  initiate  an  effective  public  relations  program  which  would  increase  com¬ 
munication  between  the  school  committee,  administration,  teachers,  support  personnel, 
and  the  community.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL 
OF  THE  DIGHTON  SCHOOLS 


I  hereby  submit  my  third  report  as  supervising  principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary 
and  Dighton  Middle  Schools: 


ENROLLMENT 

Our  total  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1989,  Kindergarten  through  grade  eight,  was 
671  students.  Compared  to  the  previous  year,  this  represents  an  increase  of  22  students. 

PERSONNEL 

The  following  personnel  changes  took  effect  for  this  school  year: 

1.  June,  1989  marked  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Mary  DeMello,  a  teacher  at  Dighton  Hie- 
mentary  School  for  27  years.  Mrs.  DeMello  will  be  warmly  remembered  by  her  former 
students  and  colleagues  who  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  her. 

2.  June,  1989  also  saw  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Stephen  Osofsky  as  instrumental  music  tea¬ 
cher  for  the  Dighton  schools.  Mr.  Osofsky  left  Dighton  to  assume  a  similar  position  and 
relocate  in  Florida. 

3.  Mrs.  Cherie  Martin,  who  completed  her  first  year  as  the  home  economics  teacher  at 
Dighton  Middle  School,  did  not  return  in  September  due  to  the  elimination  of  the  pro¬ 
gram.  She  has  returned  to  Bridgewater  State  College  to  resume  her  studies. 

4.  Mrs.  Wendy  Cute,  Grade  5  teacher,  is  on  maternity  leave  for  this  school  year. 

5.  Mrs.  Ann  Emerson  returned  to  her  Grade  2  position  from  a  one  year  leave  of  absence. 

6.  Mrs.  Dianne  Worden,  consulting  team  tutor,  left  Dighton  to  assume  a  teaching  position 
in  Seekonk. 

7.  Mrs.  Judith  Lake  was  hired  as  enrichment  specialist  on  the  consulting  team  at  Dighton 
Elementary  School. 

8.  Mr.  John  Smialek  was  hired  in  November,  1989  as  the  instrumental  and  vocal  music 
teacher  at  Dighton  Middle  School.  Mr.  Smialek,  who  comes  from  Swansea,  holds  a  grad¬ 
uate  degree  from  Northwestern  University. 

9.  Mrs.  Patricia  Fredette  and  Mrs.  Virginia  Peterson  were  laid  off  as  aides  at  Dighton  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  because  of  budget  cuts. 

1 0.  Mrs.  Margaret  Mendonca  was  hired  in  the  school  cafeteria  for  the  1 989-90  school  year. 
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CURRICULUM  AND  PROGRAMS 


At  Dighton  Middle  School,  a  significant  change  in  the  organizational  structure  of  the 
school  should  have  profound  effects  on  the  school’s  curriculum  and  programming.  The 
school  committee  approved  a  plan  to  organize  the  school  into  teams  with  appointed  team 
leaders.  Along  with  the  school  administration,  these  four  appointed  team  leaders  will  play 
a  key  role  in  the  decision  making  and  future  planning  for  the  school.  The  appointed  team 
leaders  are  as  follows: 


Grade  6  .  Mrs.  Margaret  Caron 

Grade  7  .  Mrs.  Judith  Parker 

Grade  8  .  Miss  Paula  North 

Team  IV  .  Mrs.  Barbara  Medeiros 


The  new  team  leaders  have  set  as  a  key  goal  improved  communication  among  subject 
area  teachers.  This  type  of  interdisciplinary  approach  to  learning  has  been  proven  most 
effective  by  the  educational  research.  Also,  a  more  total  profile  of  each  student  will  result 
from  the  sharing  of  each  teacher’s  input. 

At  Dighton  Elementary  School,  a  new  program  of  significance  is  the  “Books  and 
Beyond”  program.  This  program  not  only  motivates  students  to  do  more  in  the  area  of 
recreational  reading,  but  it  challenges  the  students  to  carefully  critique  their  television 
viewing  habits.  Also,  the  Quest  Program,  which  develops  sound  decision  making  skills  and 
promotes  healthy  development  of  youngsters,  is  being  evaluated  for  incorporation  at  the 
elementary  level. 

As  for  the  topic  of  curriculum  evaluation  and  development,  the  following  areas  are 
being  looked  at:  social  studies  (K-5),  library  science  (K-12),  educational  technology  (K-12), 
and  life  skills  (6-8). 

I  would  mention  here  that  the  life  skills  program  has  been  developed  at  Dighton  Middle 
School  to  pick  up  certain  health  and  safety  topics  that  had  been  covered  in  home  economics. 
Home  economics  was  eliminated  at  the  Middle  School  because  of  budget  reductions. 

Another  area  affected  by  budget  reductions  was  our  instrumental  music  program.  Band 
and  lessons  were  previously  provided  for  grades  4-8.  Because  of  the  cuts,  the  Elementary 
School  band  and  lessons  were  eliminated. 

STUDENT  ACHIEVEMENT 

During  the  1988-89  school  year,  our  students  in  grades  three  and  six  took  the  state 
mandated  Basic  Skills  Tests.  The  results  were  as  follows: 

Test  %  Passing  -  Grade  3  %  Passing  -  Grade  6 

Reading  96%  93% 

Math  97%  95% 

Writing  97%  96% 
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Various  other  testing  done  throughout  the  year  included  the  following:  Algebra  read¬ 
iness  test  (grade  eight),  Stanford  Diagnostic  Reading  Test  (grade  eight),  Project  Expo 
language  tests  (grade  eight),  Project  Climb  Math  Tests  (all  grades),  and  extensive  Kinder¬ 
garten  screening  tests.  We  also  served  as  a  pilot  school  for  a  new  state  performance  test 
which  is  in  the  developmental  stage.

TEACHER  ACHIEVEMENT 

During  the  1988-89  school  year,  Mr.  Richard  W.  Kisiel,  the  new  district  superinten¬ 
dent,  instituted  a  program  by  which  district  administrators  would  nominate  teachers  to 
receive  an  “Excellence  in  Teaching”  award  from  the  school  committee.  The  two  teachers 
from  Dighton  who  received  the  award  included  Mr.  Raymond  J.  Medeiros  and  Mr.  Jeffrey 
White. 

Mr.  Medeiros  was  honored  for  the  leadership  he  has  displayed  in  the  area  of  computer 
technology.  Mr.  Medeiros  has  been  invited  to  speak  at  many  conferences  and  has  even 
written  articles  for  national  publication. 

Mr.  White  was  selected  for  his  outstanding  contributions  to  school  life  as  a  whole. 
His  work  both  in  his  classes  and  in  the  extra-curricular  areas  has  been  exemplary  in  every 
manner. 

May  of  1989  also  marked  the  graduation  of  ten  of  the  Dighton  teachers  from  the 
graduate  program  in  education  at  Lesley  College.  Those  teachers  included  Donna  Sunder¬ 
land,  Jane  Gonzalski,  Susan  Gonzalski,  Wendy  Cute,  Timothy  Sullivan,  Dolores  Johnson, 
Sherry  Tibbetts,  Ann  Emerson,  Patricia  Snee,  and  Judith  Parker. 

InJ  une,  the  second  annual  “Teacher  Appreciation”  awards  were  given  by  the  Dighton 
Parents’  Group.  The  recipients  for  the  1988-89  school  year  were  Mary  DeMello  at  Dighton 
Elementary  School  and  Jennifer  Simmons  at  Dighton  Middle  School.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  PRINCIPAL 
DIGHTON-REHOBOTH  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  following  is  my  annual  report  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1989. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  official  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1989,  was  761  students,  a  decline  of  38 
students  from  last  year.  Of  this  total  382  are  males  and  379  females.  Our  seniors,  the  Class 
of  1990,  has  190  potential  graduates.  The  newest  class,  the  Class  of  1993,  has  192  students. 

CLASS  of  1989 

This  senior  class  had  200  graduates,  85  of  whom  were  from  Dighton,  113  from 
rehoboth  and  2  out  of  district.  Of  those  200,  115  (58%)  went  on  to  further  schooling,  79 
(39%)  went  to  work,  5  went  into  one  of  the  branches  of  the  armed  services  and  1  student 
had  other  plans. 

Superior  and  Outstanding  Academic  Awards  were  awarded  to  46  members  of  the  class 
and  6  of  them  received  Certificates  of  Perfect  Attendance  for  all  4  years  of  high  school. 

The  Citizens  Scholarship  Foundation  awarded  64  scholarships  to  members  of  this  class 
attending  schools  of  higher  learning,  and  awarded  4  grants  to  students  graduating  from  the 
Vocational  School  and  2  alumni  grants.  Total  awards  amounted  to  $41,100. 

A  total  of  107  seniors  took  the  College  Boards.  The  mean  SAT  verbal  score  was  454 
and  the  mean  SAT  math  score  was  503;  for  Mass,  the  verbal  mean  was  432  and  the  math 
mean  473;  for  national  schools  verbal  mean  was  427  and  the  math  mean  476. 

PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

1.  \lr.  Andre  Descoteaux,  longtime  choral  director,  resigned  his  position  as  a  music  teach¬ 
er.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the  staff  for  1 3  vears. 

2.  Ms.  Jude  Smith  de  Perla,  a  member  of  the  English  department,  resigned  to  accept  a  posi¬ 
tion  in  New  York. 


3.  Mr.  Edward  Martin,  also  a  member  of  the  English  department,  retired  from  teaching. 

4.  Mrs.  Sandra  Dennis  was  added  to  the  staff  of  the  English  department  and  accepted  the 
position  as  Drama  Coach. 

5.  Ms.  Diane  Verhoest  was  added  to  the  staff  of  the  English  department.  She  came  to  us 
from  Hopedale  High. 


CURRICULUM  HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  Global  Science,  a  new  freshman  science  program  was  designed  and  offered  at  the  honors 
and  college  levels.  Global  Science  is  an  integrated  approach  that  involves  concepts  in 
physical  science  and  earth  science  taught  within  the  framework  of  modern  issues  in  sci- 
ence. 

2.  Principles  of  Technology  I,  a  level  2  course,  was  organized  and  offered  to  students  in  the 
first  year  of  the  Tech  Prep  2  +  2  program.  The  course  represents  a  revolutionary  method 
of  teaching  physics  and  features  an  extensive  hands-on  laboratory  element. 

3.  The  use  of  Laboratory  Journals  was  instituted  in  all  Chemistry  and  Physics  courses. 

4.  The  Special  Needs  Department  developed  and  implemented  a  new  course  entitled 
“Studies  in  Human  Behavior.” 

5.  The  Mass.  Basic  Skills  Tesing  Program  for  all  members  of  the  Class  of  1992  was  admini¬ 
stered  in  October  1988  in  the  areas  of  Reading,  Mathematics  and  Writing.  In  reading 
169  took  the  test  and  91%  passed  it;  in  mathematics  161  took  the  test  and  87%  passed 
it;  in  Writing  178  took  the  test  and  96%  passed  it. 

CONCLUSION 

At  the  writing  of  this  report  the  building  additions  and  renovations  are  about  90% 
complete.  The  workers  are  now  completing  the  music  addition  and  second  physical  education 
gymnasium  and  then  will  complete  the  new  physics  lab. 

We  expect  that  everything  should  be  completed  before  the  end  of  the  school  year. 
When  it  is  completed  our  facility  will  be  the  envy  of  many  about  us  and  D-R  students  will 
have  a  school  that  meets  or  exceeds  all  of  the  mandates  established  by  the  state. 

It  is  with  great  anticipation  that  we  wait  for  the  day  when  the  building  and  grounds 
will  be  fully  completed  and  we  can  arrange  for  the  open  house  for  the  townspeople  of 
Dighton  and  Rehoboth.  We  are  deeply  indebted  to  all  who  supported  us  in  these  most 
difficult  times,  especially  our  students  and  teachers  who  graciously  adjusted  to  the  many 
interruptions  in  order  that  our  school  year  could  proceed  as  normally  as  possible.
